We  have  reviewed  the  accompanying  statement  of  assets, 
liabilities  and  fund  balance  -  modified  cash  basis  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Council  as  of  June  30,  1989  and  the  related 
statements  of  revenues,  expenses  and  fund  balance,  and  cash  flows  - 
modified  cash  basis  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with 
standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants.   All  information  included  in  these  financial 
statements  is  the  representation  of  the  management  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Council. 

A  review  consists  principally  of  inquiries  of  company  per- 
sonnel and  analytical  procedures  applied  to  financial  data. 
It  is  substantially  less  in  scope  than  an  examination  in  accor- 
dance with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  the  objective 
of  which  is  the  expression  of  an  opinion  regarding  the  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.   Accordingly,  we  do  not  express 
such  an  opinion.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

June  30,  1989 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  Council's  policy  is  to  prepare  its  financial  statements  on 
the  modified  cash  basis  of  accounting;  consequently,  certain 
revenues  are  recognized  when  received  rather  than  when  earned, 
and  certain  expenses  are  recognized  when  cash  is  disbursed  rather 
than  when  the  obligation  is  incurred. 

Accounting  Policies 

Fund  Accounting  -  In  order  to  insure  observance  of  limitations 
placed  on  the  use  of  the  resources  available  to  the  Council, 
the  accounts  of  the  Council  are  maintained  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  of  "fund  accounting".   This  is  the  procedure  by 
which  resources  for  various  purposes  are  classified  with 
activities  or  objectives  specified.   Separate  accounts  are  main- 
tained for  each  fund;  however,  in  the  accompanying  financial 
statements,  all  financial  transactions  have  been  combined. 

Property  and  Equipment  -  All  fixed  assets  are  stated  at  cost. 
Major  additions  and  betterments  are  charged  to  the  property  accounts 
while  replacements,  maintenance  and  repairs  which  do  not  improve 
or  extend  the  useful  lives  of  the  respective  assets  are  expensed 
in  the  year  incurred.   Prior  to  July  1,  1987,  the  policy  of  the 
Council  was  to  charge  to  expense  capital  assets  when  acquired. 

Depreciation  -  Depreciation  is  computed  by  the  straight-line 
method  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  related  assets 
as  follows :

Pension  Plan  Liability  -  The  Council  contributes  to  a  pension 
plan  which  covers  eligible  employees.   The  Council's  annual 
contribution  to  the  plan  is  approximately  $55,000.   At  June  30, 
1989,  the  unfunded  pension  liability  is  $31,222.

Commitments  and  Contingencies 

The  Council  conducts  its  operations  in  leased  property. 
The  term  of  the  lease  is  August  15,  1982  through  August  15, 
1992.   The  lease  provides  that  additional  rent  shall  be  due  for 
increases  in  heating  and  real  estate  taxes.   The  minimum  future 
rental  payments  for  the  remainder  of  the  lease  is  as  follows:
